W ASHINGTON, Sept. 2— (U P) 
—President Roosevelt put into mo­ 
tion today two plans for stren g ­ 
thening national defense forces on 
land and sea. 
The moves were made a few 
hours after the President had con­ 
ferred with 
Secretary 
of 
S tate 
Cordell Hull over the latest de­ 
velopments in the European crisis 
—a confeience such as has be­ 
come a daily and som etim es twice 
daily m atter on the President’s 
and Hull's schedule during the last 
week. 
The navy departm ent announced 
th at it is form ing im m ediately a 
“tem porary” squadron of the U. S. 
fleet for duty on 
the A tlantic 
coast. The new squadron will con­ 
sist of seven of the navy’s newest 
cruisers and seven destroyers. Its 
form ation will m ark the first tim e 
in several years th a t the U. S. 
navy has regularly m aintained a 
squadron of w arships on this coast. 
To “Make A m erica Strong” 
Sim ultaneously, 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
asked a special com m ittee, head­ 
ed by A ssistant Secretary of W ar 
Louis J. Johnson, to devise a plan 
within 60 days for industrial mobi­ 
lization of electric pow er to link 
15 of the strateg ic m anufacturing 
cities which are considered key 
points in w ar industries. 
Johnson 
said th a t the purpose of the plan 
was to “m ake A m erica so strong 
th a t no foreign nation will bother 
us.” 
The tw o m otives were announc­ 
ed separately, and no m ention was 
m ade in either announcem ent of 
the European crisis. 
The tim ing 
of the announcem ents and their 
nature left little doubt, however, 
th a t they a t least were indirectly 
connected w ith the situation in 
Europe. 
The form ation of the A tlantic 
squadron w as considered especially 
significant. 
This m arks the first 
large-scale result, in term s of sea 
power, of the huge naval construc­ 
tion program began by the Roose­ 
velt 
adm inistration. 
Heretofore, 
new w arships have taken their 
places, singly, w ith the U. S. fleet 
as they were cm m issioned and a f­ 
te r com pleting th e ir trial runs. 
Their additional strength to the 
fleet wa sscarcely noticed in term s 
of world naval force. 
New C ruisers Ready 
In this Instance, however, seven 
new, heavy cruisers are m aking 
their advent sim ultaneously. 
And 
they are being stationed in an area 
w here their presence m ay well 
weigh in the decisions for peace 
or w ar which E uropean statesm en 
now' are considering. 
E stablishm ent of this squadron, 
scheduled officially to come into 
being Sept. 6, the day a fte r Ger­ 
m an F uehrer Adolf H itler's N u­ 
rem berg speech, is believed to be 
a direct outgrow th of Mr. Roose­ 
velt's recent declaration th a t the 
U nited S tates “would not stand 
idly by” if C anada were attacked 
by a foreign power.

If, 
of course, a large area of bare 
ground is left where big batches 
of weeds have been pulled or dug 
out. then such spots should be re­ 
seeded. 
In the Fall the spindly stems of 
buckhorn are often in evidence in 
lawns. These weeds are a particu­ 
lar nuisance because their tall seed 
heads, shown in the Garden-Graph, 
lay dow n as the lown mower pass­ 
es over them, and then spring 
upright again. 
The best method of 
ridding a 
lawn of buckhorn is to pull each 
plant, by hand when the ground is 
soft after a rain. Large areas may 
be treated by piercing each plant 
to the root with a point stick, the 


point of which has first been dipp­ 
ed In sulphuric or carbolic acid.

The other three—Ross 
Wedell and V ictoria—have been 
explored respectively by Admiral 
Richard E. Byrd. Sir H erbert W il­ 
kins and both Sir E rnest Shackle- 
ton and the A ustralian explorer 
S ir Douglas Mawson. 
Shackleton 
died 17 years ago as he led an 
expedition tow ard Enderby. 
The 
present 
expedition 
will 
travel to the A ntarctic on the es­ 
pecially equipped ship the W yatt 
Earp, which left New York in Au 
g u st for Capetown. 
A fter taking 
on supplies at Capetown the W yatt 
E arp will sail for the coast of 
Enderby, arriving In Novem ber. It 
will rem ain 
there 
through the 
duration of the exploration, prob­ 
ably until Jan uary of next year. 
Nineteen men will form the ex­ 
pedition, including airplane 
me­ 
chanics and pilots w ith Ellsw orth 
acting as leader and chief navi­ 
gator. The W yatt E arp will carry 
tw o airplanes -a N orthrop Delta 
for exploration work and a lig h te r 
one 
for 
shuttling 
between the 
m ainland and the ship. 
Tile ex­ 
pedition will 
keep 
in constant 
touch w ith New' York by wireless. 
Com m ander Ellsw orth w ill join the 
W yatt E arp a t Capetown. 
Before 
his departure for Nairobi, whence 
he will proceed to Captown, Com­ 
m ander Ellsw orth explained the 
object of this, his fourth expedition 
into the A ntarctic. 
“The Interior of Enderby Land,” 
he said, “is the only p a rt of the 
earth which has not been seen by 
man, and although it will require 
a four expedition into the Ant- 
a fourth expedition into the Ant- 
lies beyond this la s t horizon.’ ” 
Called Purely Scientific 
Com m ander Ellsw orth stressed 
the fact th a t his expedition will 
not be for spectacular adventure. 
“It will be an effort,” he said, “to 
add to the fund of inform ation on 
A ntarctica already m ade available 
by capable B ritishers. A ustralians. 
N orw egians and some of my fellow 
A m ericans.” 
“U sing airplanes.” he said, “w'e 
shall not have the opportunity for 
detailed research in Enderby Land, 
but we shall have an opportunity 
to cover a v ast am ount of te rri­ 
tory in a relatively short time, 
thereby studying the geographical, 
geological and topographical char­ 
acteristics of the one rem aining 
part of the frigid 
‘Third W orld’ 
w'hich the Greek philosophers told 
us would be found a t the lower 
axis of the earth .” 
In his 
previous 
expedition 
in 
1935. E llsw orth flew from Dundee 
Island off the W edell Q uadrant to 
L ittle America, discovering hun­ 
dreds of thousands of square miles 
which he nam ed to the memory 
of his father, Jam es W. Ellsw orth.
